laid down in the certificate of registration or fails to pay the 
amount of margin due from him under Bye-law 73 (i) of the 
Bye-laws within 24 hours if he is reiidin* in Calcutta or 
within 48 hours if he is residing outside Calcutta from the 
making of the contract.

Such local purchases Iq g. oundnut 
oil shall be effected only from other commission agents who 
declare in the contract form that the sale is On behalf of their 
upcountrv principal and sales of oil so locally purchased shall 
not be effected to end-users such as vanaspati manufacturers, 
retailers, soap factories, hoteliers, etc.

00 “If a non -member who has not already been 
registered laik to send his application form for 
registration duly filled in within 10 da vs of his 
entering into a non -transferable specific delivery 
contract for purchase or if the Committee refuses 
to grant him registration, the non-member shall 
be debarred from entering into any fresh con- 
tract for purchase with anv member of the 
Exchange However, the contract for purchase 
which the non -member has already entered into 
shall be allowed to run its course'*,
